Dahl Also Made Defendant 


State Treusurer A. .1!. Dahl is a second 


defendant, an injunction being asked to 
restrain him from paying any warrants 
in connection with the primary to be 
liel'! next September. 


\fter detailing the history of the pri- 


mary law the plaintiff alleges that the 
state contributed upward of $10,000 each 
to defray the expenses of the primary 
elections'of 100(1 and 1008 under the law 
nnd that a similar election entailing an- 
other expenditure from the state treas- 
ury of $10,000 is to be held next Septem- 
ber. 


H was averred that tlie law delegates 


to the voters of the state legislative pow- 
ers which had been expressly and excki- 
sive.lv conferred by the voters through 
the. constitution upon the state legisla- 
ture. Because of this it is alleged that 
the primary act is null and void, being 
contrary to' the provisions of the consti- 
tution.' Continuing, the complaint says, 
"th.it said'chapter "4S1 is in force and ef- 
fect only and solely by virtue of tbe 
election "held in November, 100-1, and is 
not and never has been in force, and ct- 
fect by virtue, of an act of the legisla- 
ture of the state of Wisconsin nnd is 
not an act or exercise of legislative pow- 
er by the 'senate and assembly of said 
state." 


No Warrant to Spend Money. 


15eeiiu.se of this situationOt is further 


averred that "there is no warrant to ap- 
propriate public moneys of the state of 
Wisconsin, raised by taxation, to further 
and carry out an unconstitutional law 
ami to further ami carry out power and 
authority claimed and asserted to exist 
only and solely by virtue of said chap- 
tor which is not and never was a law or 
statute of the state of Wisconsin and is 
not and never was of any force and ef- 
fect by virtue of the legislative power 
of the state." 


As a second cause of action, it is al- 


le"ed that the primary law is unconsti- 
tutional because it never was published 
after the general election of November, 
1004, according to the requirements of the 
constitution, and statutes of the state 
which it is averred provide that no gen- 
eral law shall be in force until published 
which publication shall In: made immed- 
iately after the passage and approval of 
said law.

PEALS AFFIRMS DECISION OE 


LOWER FEDERAL COURT 


VIOLATED 
BANKING 
LAWS! 


Court Decision is Final So Far As Di-| 


rcct Appeal is Concerned)—May Apply! 


To Supreme Court for a. Review o£i 


Proceedings—Banker Gives Himself 
Up to U. S. Marshal. 


XEW YORK, Oct. 11.—The United 


States Circuit Court of Appeals today 
affirmed the decision of the lower fed- 
eral court sentencing Charles W. Moree, 
the former banker, and steamship cap- 
italist to fifteen years imprisonment in 
the federal prison at Atlanta. Ga. 


The decision of the circuit court.of 


appeals is finalso far as direct appeal 
is concerned, but it was said today that 
counsel for Morse may apply to the su- 
preme court of the United States for a 
writ of ccteriori in order to bring about 
a review of the entire proceedings by 
thai court. 


At the office of Mr. Morse's counsel 


today, it was stated that the cafe would 
be taken to the United States Supreme 
Court and an application for bail would 
be made. 
Meantime Mr. Morse would 


be sent to the Toombs prison or might 
be sent to Atlanta to begin his sentence 
unless the circuit court of appeals in 
New York granted a stay in the execu- 
tion of his sentence.

Morse Surrenders Himself 


Mr. Morse appeared at the office of: 


the United States marshal soon after 
the decision was handed down and sur- 
rendered himself. 
He. remained in the 


marslml's office while his counsel, Mar- 
tin W. Littleton, asked the circuit court 
('if appeals for a stay in the execution: 
of the sentence pending further proceed- 
ings. 


Mr. Morse was convicted of violation 


of the Xatioi'nl Banking laws in mis- 
applying the funds of the National Bank 
of North America of which he was pres- 
ident at tli.- time of the financial panic 
of 1907. He w»ii charged wich making 
false entries on the bank's books. He 
was sentenced on Xov. 8, 190S, after- a. 
long jury trial. 


The I". S. circuit court Df appeals, in 


its decision rendered today, said: "We 
fully realize the consequences to the 
defendant which must follow an affirm- 
ance of this judgment, and yet we can- 
not doubt that he was given a fair trial, 
and the verdict on the fourteen counts 
was simply sustained by the proof. No 
iinpreudiced person can read the record 
without being convinced thnt by the de- 
fendant's precurement, the bank (Na- 
tional Bank of North America) bought 
its own stock and the Block of the Ice 
Securities company, and by hi» procure- 
ment, the entries in the bank book and 
in tlie reports of the comptroller as to 
these transactions were so arranged as

Encounters Snow. 


On the trail today the 
president's 


party passed through patches of snow 
and many beautiful views of the water 
falls, the cliffs, the domes, and the nat- 
ural wonders of the valley were obtain- 
ed. Arriving at the foot of the narrow, 
winding path, President Taft and his 
party were met by coaches and taken to 
the Sentinel hotel, where luncheon .was 
served. 


A sixteen mile drive will take the 


president out of the park this evening to 
the little railway station at El Portal, 
where "he will board the train tomorrow 
morning. 


Traveling along the mountain heights 


from the big trees to Glacier Point, yes- 
terday, the president saw a real "blazed 
trail.'"' All of the trees along the. higher 
part of the road 'were "blazed" or scar- 
red to guide the posse which in the 
early spring has to trace out the road- 
way through the banks of snow. 


A tremendous bonfire built on an over- 


hanging rock was lighted in honor of 
the president soon after his arrival last 
jiight, and was visible for miles up and 
down the valley. 


Two Fatal Accidents. 


Two deaths by accident have occurred 


in the Yosemitc this season. A young 
Englishman named Sheppard disappeared 
in June from a camp near this point and 
is believed' to have fallen to his death 
from a precipice, his body lodging 'on a 
ledge. 
Troops searched for it in vain 


for two weeks. Later a young Califor- 
nian named Logan lost his footing on 
the steep "ledge trail" and fell 900 feet 
to the bottom. 


The trail has long been marked with a 


dan'ger sign, but this warning has seem- 
ed to serve only as a magnet to the ven- 
turesome. The continued use of the for- 
bidden trail has caused Major Forsythe 
of the' army in charge of the park, to 
order the destruction of the approach 
with dynamite.

ident Taft has made 
many inquiries 


concerning the plan on,foot in San Fran, 
cisco to make a lake of Hetchketchy 
Valley—a twin of the Yosemite and in 
the same National park—and thus to 
procure a supply of mountain water for 
that city.

The Eskimos were equally elated

pants, worth n hundred dollars, for a 
red pocket b.inrtkercblef, with which 
she would decorate her bead and igloo 
for years to come.
